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Man Steals SUV 
with Young Child 
Strapped Inside in 
Greenport |

S outhold police, a good Samaritan and a dis- 
traught grandmother took part in a dramatic 
Valentine’s Day chase in an attempt to stop an al- 
leged car thief from escaping with a young child 
still strapped into the vehicle. 

According to police, at 2:05 p.m. on Tuesday, 
February 14, a woman stopped on Front Street in 
Greenport to enter a store briefly while her sleep- 
ing grandchild remained secured in a child safety 
seat in the backseat of her Mercedes-Benz SUV. 

While in the store, the grandmother noticed 
her vehicle being driven away westbound by an 
unknown subject with her grandchild still se- 
cured inside. Outside, a man who was parked 
nearby and had witnessed the event, invited the 
grandmother into his vehicle and set off in pur- 
suit of the Mercedes SUV on Route 25. 

The good Samaritan was able to catch up to 
the stolen SUV and cut it off at the shoulder near 
Moore’s Lane. At that point, the grandmother 
was able to get into her commandeered Mercedes 
to rescue her grandchild from the suspect — a 
white male in his ’50s who she did not know. 

Things escalated further when the suspect then 
continued to drive west on Route 25 now with 
both the grandmother and child in the SUV. 

The good Samaritan continued chasing the 


Mercedes on Route 25 and was able to get the 


suspect to stop for a second time near Silvermere 
Road, where he released the grandmother and 
child before continuing to drive west. 

At this point, while the good Samaritan called 
911, police said a sector car observed the trio 
standing on the road and was able to gather criti- 
cal information on the vehicle and a description 
of the driver to broadcast to other police cars, 
which found him within minutes. 

Police said the suspect, operating the stolen 
SUV, sped through Southold Village passing 
other cars and disregarding traffic signals until 
he struck a guardrail, drove up onto the Southold 
American Legion property, and stopped. 

Responding officers quickly apprehended the 
55-year-old Paul G. Ludeman of Holtsville with- 
out a struggle and charged him with multiple 
felonies, including grand larceny, drving while 
intoxicated with child in the car (Leandra’s Law) 
and unlicensed operation of motor vehicle. 

Ludeman was also charged with misdemean- 
ors, including: act in manner to injure a child, un- 
authorized use of a motor vehicle without owner’s 
consent, fleeing an officer in a motor vehicle, use 
of a vehicle without an interlock device and reck- 
less driving, plus a variety of traffic infractions.

Suffolk County Back 
Online Months 
After Cyberattack

he Suffolk County website is back online 
nearly six months after its systems were shut 
down due to a cyberattack on September 8, Suf- 
folk County Executive Steve Bellone announced 
on Friday, February 17. 
The county website is up and running again, 
including most county forms and applications, 


‘while others will be restored by next week. Dur- 


ing the time they were offline, cyber security ex- 
perts conducted a thorough investigation tracing 
the intrusion back to the county clerk’s office in 
Riverhead. e 

“After these extensive efforts, I am very happy 
to announce, thanks to the partnership and lead- 
ership in the county clerk’s office, that while work 
still remains, the clerk’s office has been deemed 


clean and we are able to start to restore online 
services beginning with the county website,” Bel- 
lone said. “All users in the clerk’s office will now 
have access to email and the clerk’s office will 
now be able to connect to other domains.” 

An investigation of the cyberattack concluded 
that cyber criminals entered the county’s online 
system through the former county clerk’s IT en- 
vironment in December 2021. 

About eight months later, the hackers found 
credentials that gave them access to the larger 
county IT environment, and the cyberattack oc- 
curred about two weeks later. 


SUFFOLK COUNTY EXECUTIVE’S OFFICE 


Every IT environment in the county was 


deemed clean by October 17, 2022, except for 


.the county clerk’s, Bellone said, noting that the 


county’s IT department found significant issues 
with the firewall system in the clerk’s office. 

“These delays have been extremely costly to the 
taxpayers of this county,” Bellone said. “The good 
news is we have made significant progress in the 
past seven weeks.” 

Bellone said that most online forms have been 
restored, and more will be restored by next week. 

The county executive called the effort a “rolling 
restoration.”

Heath Miller, 47, of Greenport and 55-year-old Wil- 
liam Price of Wilton, Conn. were traveling westbound 
on Route 25 in a 2023 Tesla when the vehicle collided 
with an eastbound 2020 Ford Explorer driven by Peter 


- R. Smith, 80, and his passenger Patricia A. O’Neill, 66, 


both of Brooklyn, police said. 

The cause of the crash is under investigation. 

The Suffolk County Police Emergency Services Unit 
as well as the East Marion, Orient and Southold Fire 
Departments also responded to the scene. 

The collision was the deadliest on the North Fork 
since the 2015 Cutchogue crash in which a pickup truck 
struck a limousine, killing four young women visiting 
local wineries. The truck driver pleaded guilty to driv- 
ing while ability impaired in that case and the limo 
driver was cleared of criminally negligent homicide 
charges for making a U-turn at the time of the crash.

Candidates Begin 


to Emerge

he first few local political candidates 

have begun lining up to fill a wave of 
town supervisor seats that are being vacated 
at the end of this year on the East End. 

On the North Fork, Suffolk County Leg- 
islator Al Krupski (D-Peconic) announced 
his campaign to replace outgoing longtime 
Southold Town Supervisor Scott Russell, a 
‘Republican. And on the South Fork, West- 
hampton Beach Village Mayor Maria Moore 
confirmed she met with local Democratic 
committee members in a bid to replace term- 
limited Southampton Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman, a Democrat. And East Hamp- 
ton Councilwoman Kathee Burke-Gonzalez 
has reportedly screened with Democrats in a 
bid to run for the seat held by outgoing East 
Hampton Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc. 

The trio are the first to emerge in three of 
the four town supervisor races on the East 
End in which there will be no incumbent on 
ballots on Election Day. As Dan’s Papers has 

-reported, this is the first time in 30 years that 
four of the region’s five town supervisor seats 
have vacancies all at once. 

Candidates have yet to be named in the 
race to replace outgoing Riverhead Town Su- 
pervisor Yvette Aguiar, a Republican. Shelter 
Island Town Supervisor Gerry Siller, a Demo- 
crat, said he is “considering all options,” sig- 
naling he may be the lone incumbent East 
End town supervisor on ballots this fall. Re- 
publican candidates could not be confirmed 
as of press time.

Cramped 
Hamptons “Summer 
House’ After Illegal 
Bedrooms Found

mmer House, the show about a group of friends 
spending summer in the Hamptons together, 
premiered its seventh season on Bravo on Monday, 
February 13, revealing one major kink in their sum- 
mer plans. The discovery of illegal bedrooms gave 
their share house less space. 

Just days before filming began in the Water Mill 
house for the 2022 summer season, Southampton 
Town officials realized there were more bedrooms 
than there were supposed to be. 

“The Hamptons: Known for old money, also old 
laws,” one of the castmates, Kyle Cooke, says during 
the narration as he and his wife, Amanda Batula, 
have a look around at their summer living quarters, 
the same $5 million house that was used for the 
previous season. “Our house just so happens to be 
zoned for five bedrooms — not nine.” 

Cooke says he got a call one day earlier that four of 
the bedrooms were not usable. | 

“So, welcome to camp.” 

Ryan J. Murphy, the Town Code Compliance & 
Emergency Management Administrator, gave the 
back story to Behind The Hedges — and it, of course, 
has nothing to do with old Hamptons laws. 

When his department reviewed the film permit 
application, they found it “presented characteris- 
tics that were inconsistent with some of our other 
records,” and it prompted an inspection at the 
6,500-square-foot home on a gated five-acre parcel 
at 2136 Deerfield Road. ; 

“We found nine bedrooms created in the dwell- 
ing, but the rental permit and certificate(s) of occu- 
pancy only allowed for five bedrooms, which is also 
consistent with the tax records.” 

His office informed the property owner, listed 
as an LLC, of the violations, and the owner was 
ordered to address them immediately. A cease and 
desist order was issued for the “intended violations/ 
conditions existing in violation,” Murphy says 

“The property owner and the production company 
were very responsive to that and we then engaged in 
productive conversations to address the issues and 
concerns,” he adds. 

Asked what the rooms were supposed to be if they 
were not legally bedrooms, he said he was not sure, 
but the floor plans submitted with the rental appli- 
cation showed the first floor only had one bedroom. 

There were two rooms on the floor identified as 
“offices,” which, he said, might have been rooms 
they intended on trying to convert to bedrooms. 

This week, Murphy reviewed portions of the first 
episode that referenced the bedroom issues. 

“IT know in seeing them walk in, they were sur- 
prised to see a gym on the first floor and I think

some other sitting room. Those were probably the 
spaces on the submitted floor plan identified as of- 
fices,” he said. 

The second-floor plans show four bedrooms, a 
movie theater and an office space. “The office has a 
closet and a bath, so I’m guessing that was planned 
to be re-purposed into an illegal extra bedroom,” he 
said. 

It is unclear what other room was converted into 
a bedroom. 

“When thinking about the increase you have to 
also consider what was the septic built to handle,” 
Murphy explained. “I do not know the answer to 
that question, but it could be part of the reason the 
bedroom count is what it was identified to be in the 
records.” 

That didn’t stop the owner and the production 
crew from adding beds to larger rooms to provide a 
place to sleep for everyone, as seen when Cooke and 
his wife tour the house. 
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As many as 13 people stayed in the house for the - 


summer season, some on rotating weekends. 

Another issue was some of the summer parties 
being planned for the show since the house is locat- 
ed in a residential neighborhood, in a wooded area 
between Sag Harbor and Water Mill, with limited 
ingress, egress and on-site parking, Murphy added. 

“The production company was very cooperative 
in trying to address these issues ahead of the film- 
ing start,” he said. “Ultimately our meetings and 
conversations yielded a successful season for them 
with no neighborhood complaints or issues to my 
knowledge.” ; 

The show’s sixth season, which debuted in Febru- 
ary 2022, was also filmed in the house at 2136 Deer- 
field Road and it utilized more bedrooms. 

“I believe that perhaps information about the in- 
tended use of the house was revealed in the film- 
ing application that had not previously come to 
our attention,” Murphy said. “The previous rental 
permit from 2021 when the house was under differ- 
ent ownership was also issued for five bedrooms, so 
the town’s records and regulations for the property 
didn’t change from one year to the next; I think our 
knowledge of what the conditions were changed.” 

While the castmates were taken by surprise — 
some only finding out when they arrived on the first 
day of filming — Murphy is happy with how the pro- 
cess worked on his end.

New Laws for Party Balloons

or years, party balloons were free-

balloons were supposed to be deflated 
and thrown in the trash. But with too 
much to drink, wonderful memories 
and getting ready for bed, who has 
time to do that? Hopefully the clean- 
up people would do it, maybe in the 
morning. 

Well, we all know what happens. The 
balloons, some of them, get out into 
the air and rise up into the sky. There, 
meeting the trade winds and the Gulf 
Stream, they get pushed around this 
way and that and then dropped down 
into the ocean where waves float them 
ashore to become long lines of small, 
wrinkled, smudged but glittering and 
still partially inflated message de- 
liverers, still waving fiercely on their 
strings a few feet above the sand. Con- 
gratulations, Herman. Bar Mitzvah 
Boy Bernie! Joe and Joy’s Wedding! 
It’s a Boy! Honoring Our New Deacon! 

Many, many people take walks 
along the shoreline of our 60 miles of 
long sandy beaches in the Hamptons. 
Far from the stress of the city, these 
folks walk the beaches either alone or 
in pairs to enjoy the soothing sounds 
and sights of the sea, the sun, the salt 
sea air, the shells, crabs, seagulls, sea- 
weed, driftwood, sand and especially 
the ... what is this? Oh, no! 

And so, as you may know, 10 years 
ago, finally, laws were passed in the 
Hamptons to make people take re- 
sponsibility for their wrongdoings. It 
was not hard to locate the criminals. 
They were the party-givers for the 
Hermans, Deacons, Joes and Joys 
whose names were now waving crook- 
edly on the beach in the breeze. And 
so, the party-givers were notified, 
ticketed, arrested, sentenced and 
fined $200 for the first offense, and 
increasingly, a double amount for 
each occasion that the perpetration of 
the crimes by particular party-givers 
persisted. 

But the party-givers thought this 
unfair. These releases were an acci- 
dent. They'd done their best. But still 
some got out. Now they had to pay and 
pay. 

And so, four years ago, new laws 
went into effect, giving the party-giv- 
ers an exemption if, when a balloon 
got loose at the party and floated into 
the sky, they immediately called the 
town police who would track it, fetch 
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it when it came down, pop it immedi- 
ately and dispatch it to the trash. 

This became an excellent solution 
for almost everybody. The beaches 
were clean for the beach walkers. The 
party-givers were considered whistle- 
blowers. The only group dissatisfied 
was the Hamptons police, who soon 
were spending nearly a quar- 
ter of their annual budgets 
tracking down and dispos- 
ing of these errant floaters, 
as they referred to them. 

And so now, after much 
debate, Hampton Town 
has, working with our lo- 
cal congressman, succeeded 
this week in getting still better laws 
passed that fix the problem, not only 
here in the Hamptons, but on ocean, 
lake and harbor beaches around the 
country. It’s a solution to a national 
problem first reported in the Hamp- 
tons. Henceforth, whistleblowers will 
no longer be calling the police, but 
instead will call the federal authori- 
ties, who, within minutes, will launch 
a fighter such as an F-15 into the sky to 


track a balloon scudding along the sky 
and shoot it down with a single mis- 
sile shot. 


The bill became law this week, ac- 


tually two laws, after congressional 
Republicans and Democrats, each of- 
fering totally different versions, lined 
up their supporters to denounce the 
other’s proposal, but were finally 
brought into unanimous 
agreement for the first 
time by passing both bills, 
which will allow American 
citizens to choose which 
version they wish to abide 
by. 

In the Republican version, 
whistleblowers could take care of it 
personally, needing only to call the 
colonels in the military aircraft han- 
gars at the nearest Air Force base to 
inform them of the location where 
the helium balloons got loose so the 
planes could, within a minute, be 


launched to get up there, find it and- 


dispatch it. 
In the Democratic version, whistle- 
blowers call an 800 number where

operators, in newly constructed office 
buildings, are standing by to relay the 
information to newly created state 
committees whose members will, 
by unanimous consent, approve the 
launch, get their particular governor 
to sign the order, and have President 
Joe Biden do the same, followed by 
a further signature from the secre- 
tary of defense after consulting with 
a citizens’ committee in the district 
where the offense is taking place that 
consists of environmentalists, union 
officials and job equality leaders to 
then instruct the general of the Air 
Force to order a scramble at the near- 
est military base, so planes will be in 
the air to follow the balloon until it is 
over water but still within American 
jurisdiction, to fire the missile to do 


the job — usually within minutes. 


Finally, our skies and beaches will 
be completely free of helium balloons. 
Everybody will be happy. And a new 
way of getting our divided govern- 
ment into action has been found. 

And it all came about because of 
what happened in the Hamptons!

Lyme Disease Detection Makes Progress 
Nationwide Thanks to Local Samples

ost people who live on the East 

End of Long Island know some- 
one who has had Lyme disease, or 
they have contracted the illness them- 
selves. It’s quite common among folks 
who spend any time working outdoors, 
or enjoying nature in the Hamptons 
and North Fork. And while most get 
treated quickly and come through the 
other side unscathed, some say they 
have endured years of suffering and 
chronic problems with little help from 
the medical establishment because of 
an inability to diagnose. 

With symptoms including painful 
and swollen joints, headaches, ex- 
treme fatigue, rashes, neck pain and 
stiffness, fever, irregular heartbeat, 
facial paralysis and more, Lyme dis- 
ease can be quite difficult if left un- 


identified and untreated. Testing is 
not always simple and the offending 
bacterium that causes the disease, a 
pathogenic spirochete called Borrelia 
burgdorferi, can be hard to find in the 
blood. 

But promising efforts are being 
made to learn more and improve test- 
ing, including some excellent work 
underway right here in East Hampton 
that has led to a groundbreaking diag- 
nostic discovery. 

Since 2014, Dr. George Dempsey 
has been contributing vital samples to 
the Bay Area Lyme Foundation’s Lyme 
Disease Biobank, which has proved in- 
valuable to researchers studying new 
ways to test for Lyme disease. His East 
Hampton Family Medical practice is 
one of eight collection sites, joined by 
Massachusetts General Hospital on 
the East Coast, to have enrolled more 


than 1,000 donors whose samples are 
supporting more than 70 research 
projects in academia and industry. 
“It’s just like a blood bank, essen- 
tially, but it’s any tissue or blood or 
urine, or anything that can be stored, 
and then it’s used for research,” Dr. 
Dempsey says, explaining the bio- 
bank, which can keep samples for 
many years and stretch out their use- 
fulness many times over during that 
time. “One blood donation could lead 
to 50 or 70 different research studies, 
because they just need a very small 
amount to do their assays,” he adds. 
This particular biobank, which has 
numerous samples donated by volun- 
teers who come to Dr. Dempsey’s of- 
fice, is for tick-borne disease research 
only, and a board of experts reviews all 
requests to decide if scientists and re- 
searchers will be permitted to use sam- 
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ples they’re asking to study and test. 

“Tt’s not like a free-for-all where 
everyone just grabs a sample — it’s 
curated, you could say,” Dr. Dempsey 
adds, describing a major goal of the 
biobank as “trying to get a better test 
that can be more definitive of the 
presence of the disease.” 

The problem, Dr. Dempsey says, is 
that almost all Lyme testing is “indi- 
rect,” meaning doctors are not finding 
the bacteria in tests — instead they 
are looking for something that repre- 
sents it, like antibodies that occur as a 
result of infection, for example. 

“As you know from COVID, there’s 
a lot of antibody tests out there,” he 
says. “You also know from COVID: 
that a PCR (test), which is molecular 
multiplication of the DNA, is more 
accurate,” Dr. Dempsey continues, ex- 
plaining that polymerase chain reac- 
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MIGHT THINK. 


tion, or PCR, tests detect genetic ma- 
terial from a specific organism, such 
as the COVID-19 virus. 

Unfortunately, Lyme typically has 
so few spirochetes active in the blood, 
that it’s almost impossible to detect 
with a PCR-style test. “It tends to dis- 
seminate in the first week — it tends 
to be out of the bloodstream or in such 
low numbers you can’t pick it up,” he 
says, acknowledging that it’s like 
searching for one piece of carrot in a 
cauldron of soup, rather than testing 
for something like the salt content, 
which would be nearly the same in ev- 
ery spoonful. 

“The only time you have 100% cer- 
tainty is when you actually identify 
the actual bacterium somewhere in 
the body. If you can isolate that bac- 
teria and you see it, that means it’s 
there. But everything else is indirect,” 
Dr. Dempsey reiterates. “Still, the case 
with testing and antibodies, the vast 
majority of people developed a strong 
antibody response and it shows,” he 


’ continues, making clear that indirect 


testing remains very effective. “It just 
doesn’t show early enough for a lot of 
people, so it takes weeks or a month to 
really develop the antibody response 
that the usual tests look for.” 

It’s the reason people are often given 
a battery of antibiotics after receiving 
a tick bite or developing a rash around 
a bite, even if they no longer have the 


tick and are unsure if it was definitely _ 


a deer tick — the only species that car-

ries Lyme in this region. Dr. Dempsey 


has a library of rash images going . 


back 20 years, and he says only 10% of 
people have the classic bullseye. “In a 
way, you have to give up the bullseye,” 
he adds, because there are “so many 
other symptomatic rashes.” 

Many doctors treat what could po- 
tentially be Lyme rather than wait to 
find it with an accurate test after the 
body has had a chance to develop an 
immune response. This is also why it’s 
very important to bring in the tick, if 
at all possible, as it can rule out Lyme 
right away. 

“Most of the ticks (on the East End) 
now aré lone star, not deer ticks. We 
like to look at the ticks. It really helps 
because you can distinguish how long 
it's been engorged and what type it 
is,” Dr. Dempsey says, pointing out 
that lone star ticks do not cause Lyme, 
but they can cause other problems, 
including the alpha-gal allergy to red 
meat. 

Thanks to samples like those Dr. 
Dempsey sends to the Lyme Disease 
Biobank, a new diagnostic technique 
was recently discovered and entered 
into a national competition for ways 
to detect and treat bacterial infection. 
Researchers at Drexel University were 
awarded a LymeX Diagnostic Prize of 
$100,000 in November to help their 
new testing method advance toward 
FDA approval. It could have more 
than 80% success detecting Lyme 
early while also discerning between

past infections and reinfection. - 

As Dr. Dempsey describes it, the 
Drexel work doesn’t just show that 
antibodies are there, it looks at “what 
clothes they’re wearing.” There’s a 
difference if the antibody is “wearing 
relaxing pajamas” or “war suits,” and 
doctors can use this knowledge to bet- 
ter understand what phase the disease 
is in. “It gives you an idea of what the 
antibodies are rather than just say, it’s 
an antibody.” 

Dr. Dempsey, who won a Courage 
Award from the Bay Area Lyme Foun- 
dation in 2021, says it would be ex- 
tremely helpful to be able to determine 
whether or not Lyme has been treated. 
“We don’t know if it’s been treated or 
not. We just go by symptoms ... Hope- 
fully that will help. That to me will be 
the breakthrough, demonstrating that 
the infection has dissolved.” 

He adds, “It’s very hard to define a 
disease if the symptoms are not spe- 
cific. There’s no classical, perfect de- 
scription of what a Lyme symptom is 
because it’s so similar to other things.” 

That said, Dr. Dempsey notes that 
while it can cause serious problems 
for infected people, Lyme is usually 
manageable. “I really.emphasize it’s 
easily treated when you catch it. I 
don’t want to encourage paranoia.” 

The Centers for Disease Control 
Says approximately 30,000 cases of 
Lyme disease are reported to them 
annually by state health departments 
and the District of Columbia, but that 


does not reflect every Lyme case diag- 
nosed in the United States each year. 
Recent CDC estimates suggest that 
the number of people who get Lyme 
each year in this country is closer to 
476,000. And the continually warmer 
weather year-round is only increasing 
the prevalence of ticks that carry the 
disease, so this problem is not likely 
to get better or go away any time-soon. - 

Dr. Dempsey is inviting the com- 
munity to be part of the solution by 
donating samples to the biobank and 
assisting future research. People ex- 
periencing symptoms of early-stage 
Lyme disease, who have not yet been 
treated or who are in the first 48 hours 
of taking antibiotics, are asked to do- 
nate a small sample of blood and fill 
out forms reporting symptoms. 

These may include flu-like ailments, 
fever or chills, muscle and/or joint 
pain, headaches, fatigue and some- 
times the skin rash that commonly 
(but not always) presents as a circular 
or expanding bullseye spreading out 
around the original bite area. 

Donors will receive information 
on tick-borne diseases, advice from 
experienced doctors, tick-bite preven- 
tion tips and — maybe the best part 
— a $50 Amazon gift card as a thank- 
you for participating.

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Southampton Town Board 
Approves $11.2M for John 
Steinbeck’s Sag Harbor Property

aes Szoka, an owner of Canio’s Books in 
ag Harbor, handed each Southampton Town 
Board member a pencil following their unanimous 
decision to spend $11.2 million to purchase the de- 
velopment rights on the waterfront property that 
John Steinbeck once called home. 

It was Szoka who first raised the idea that the 
Nobel laureate’s modest home and his unique ga- 
zebo-like writing studio at 2 Bluff Point Lane, on 
a 1.8-acre peninsula overlooking Morris Cove and 
Upper Sag Harbor Cove, should be preserved when 
it first came on the market in February 2021. List- 
ed at $17.9 million, any public purchase seemed 
like a long shot. 

“Every once in a while we get to do something 
historic. I believe this is historic,” said Supervisor 
Jay Schneiderman just before the vote, following 
a public hearing Tuesday and a marathon-long 
meeting that lasted nearly five hours. 

Steinbeck and his wife, Elaine, bought the prop- 
erty with the house on it in 1953. He had an oc- 
tagonal, glass writer’s gazebo built overlooking the 
water, and it is where he wrote The Winter of Our 


Discontent, his last novel, published in 1961. He ~ 


called the cottage “Joyous Gard,” after Lancelot’s 
castle, and, as Szoka told the board, he wrote with a 
pencil on a yellow pad. 

Despite having won the Pulitzer Prize for fiction 
for The Grapes of Wrath in 1940 and then later 
the Nobel Prize for literature in 1962, he enjoyed 
relative anonymity in Sag Harbor. He was known to 
walk around in a fisherman’s cap and rubber boots 
with his dog, Charley, in tow, even when he went to 
local dives like the Black Buoy. . 

In Sag Harbor, like much of the East End, “We 
kind of didn’t care in a way, which made a lot of 
folks who had national prominence be individuals 
in this community,” said Councilman Tommy John 
Schiavoni, who spearheaded the town’s part in this 
project. “As the grandson of an Italian grocery store 
owner in Sag Harbor, I will be voting yes on this.” 

It took a lot of work to get to this point, he said, as 
he thanked the Sag Harbor Partnership, which is in 
contract to purchase the property, and the Michener 
Center for Writers at the University of Texas in Aus- 
tin, which will lease the property and develop the 
Steinbeck Writers’ Retreat, a residency program. 

The Partnership, a nonprofit organization that 
rebuilt the Sag Harbor Cinema, agreed to purchase 
the property for $13.5 million. 

Southampton Town will contribute $11.2 million 
from the Community Preservation Fund, money 


that is raised by a 2% tax on most real estate trans- 
actions. While the property is in the Village of Sag 
Harbor, money-on all transactions goes to the town 
where the village is located. 

Meanwhile, the Partnership has to fund the re- 
maining $2.3 million, a significant portion of which 


has already been raised through private donations 


and a $750,000 state grant. 

At the town’s public hearing February 14, Susan 
Mead, the co-president, reported to the town board 
that the organization has about $199,000 left to go. 

A fundraising effort has begun on GoFundMe. 
com to close the gap. Donations of $1,000 or more 
will allow a donor to have their name on a brick, 
and donations of $2,500 or more will earn a spot 
on a plaque honoring supporters. Donations are 
tax-deductible. 

The University. of Texas has committed a e 
million endowment to protect, manage and run the 
writer’s program, according to Mead. 

- Tuesday was the second public hearing on 
whether the town should use the CPF money for 
development rights. The sticking point during the 
one held last month was the public access plan for 
the property. 

An agreement has since been reached between 

the town board, the eae and the Michener 
Center. 
_ The access plan, available on the town’s CPF 
website, calls for open houses on Memorial Day, 
Labor Day and Columbus Day weekends. The 
public would be able to go inside the house by ap- 
pointment only from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., with 20 
slots available per hour, including 10 people who 
could arrive in a single boat. Only the bedrooms 
would be off-limits since the writers are staying 
in the house. 

On Saturdays in June and July, visits would be 
by appointment only, with the same 20 slots avail- 
able from noon to 4 p.m. The main house would 
not be open, but visitors could walk the grounds 
and view the gazebo. 

From the fall through the spring, the public 
could visit on Saturdays, by appointment only, 
from noon to 4 p.m., with a maximum of 20 visits 
per hour. 

Jacqueline Fenlon, the town’s acting CPF man- 
ager, said parking has also been a balancing act. 
“We don’t want to degrade the quiet neighbor- 
hood and create a large parking slot,” she told the 
board. Seven parking spots have been identified, 
five of which will be for the public, and there will 
be compliance with the Americans with Disabili- 
ties Act.

The writers in residence will also hold a writing 
class one day per year that will be open to two 
high school students from each school in South- 
ampton Town. 

Councilman Schiavoni pointed out that the 
property will also be given a historic designation. 


While the community response was overwhelm-_ 


ingly favorable during the hearing, the public ac- 
cess plan was not without dissenters. 
David Nelson told the board it was insufficient. 
“It-is a plan to have a plan at some point in the 
future,” he said of the document. “It doesn’t have 


the detail necessary to so acta an $11 million _ 


purchase.” 

Parking, traffic, toilets, logistics, legal issues 
and other intricate matters should be more clearly 
defined, he said, “before you write a check, espe- 
cially one over $11 million.” 

He added, “There is no reason to rush — the 
property has been on the market for years and the 
real estate market is cold.” 

Nelson also raised a question about who really 
benefits from the town’s expenditure: the estate 
of Elaine Steinbeck and the Univesity of Texas, 
which he said has a $43 billion endowment. 

“IT wonder why Southampton will put 83% of the 


funds, which will only buy the development rights 


for a sliver,” he said. “One board seat out of 15.” 

“Another reason not to rush is there are better 
alternatives,” he continued. “The CPF could use 
the money to buy the 7-Eleven property to double 
the size of Steinbeck Waterfront Park,” he said of 
the commercial property in the village that re- 
cently came on the market for $25 million after 
the Friends of Bay Street abandoned a plan to cre- 
ate a new theater there. 

“The writing gazebo,” which he said is the only 
valuable structure on the property, “could be 
moved there, making it accessible to hundreds of 
times more people with a far greater community 
benefit.” . 

Schneiderman later commented that using CPF 
money towards the preservation of this proper- 
ty does not preclude the board from using it for 
another property. The town is fortunate to have 
“ample funds.” 

“It’s not a competition,” he said. “We’re looking 
at a lot of different things in the Sag Harbor area.”

This week’s cover photo is a stunning, rare 
perspective of the Elizabeth A. Morton Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge — what inspired you 
to seek out this unique shot? 

In my early years of flying drones, I frequented 
this location quite often. The Morton Wildlife Ref-

uge, Noyac Golf Club and the Jessup’s Neck area is 
filled with unique aerial perspectives that offer a 
plethora of abstract possibilities. 

Being that this is a wildlife refuge, I always fly as 
high as possible with low noise props to ensure the 
least disturbance to the native birds. 

I noticed this pond in the middle of the refuge 
and how it was almost shaped like a heart, the hope 
was that one day I would get the perfect conditions 
which would make for a perfect heart. After many 
stops and flights, one early spring day, the lily pads 
and grass filled the top right section perfectly. It 
appeared that the water level went low enough to 
expose these in the formation I had dreamed about. 
This has become a common thread in my drone 
career, revisiting locations until I find the perfect 
conditions. 

What are some of your favorite places or 
things to photograph on the East End? 

The marine life, ocean and action photography 


R TAIN MV 
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must top my list. After all, we do have some the most 
beautiful beaches in the nation. Whales, sharks, 
rays, dolphins, schools of fish, surfers and boating 
subjects, which are in constant motion, create flying 
challenges and eye candy at the same time. This is 
where I have found my happy place. 

Top-down captures have also become a thing for 


me, and anywhere I can find unique, interesting 


patterns I get excited. There are tons of backwoods 
waterways that most people have only.seen on a 
map. These, too, I find quite fascinating. 


When did you begin exploring drone pho- 
tography? 

I started flying drones back in 2015. I picked up 
a small non-automated drone and first learned how 
to fly manually. Once I graduated to a camera drone 
in 2016, my life took a drastic turn; a passion was 
ignited like no other in my life. In 2017, I became the 
first female to be FAA Certified with a Remote Pilot 
License on Long Island. This license is required to 
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commercially sell drone photos and videos. © 

Having grown up in Southampton, I know the 
local roads and basic sites, but in the air, I was so 
intrigued by what I found and never knew existed, 
often right in my own backyard. Some days I feel 
like a pioneer explorer! 


What does your typical process of plan- 
ning, taking and editing a drone photo look 
like? 

First, every day I check NOTAM, anytime a VIP 
or national event is scheduled for our area the FAA 
induces Temporary Flight Restrictions in their No- 
tice to Airmen. TFR’s make specific local vicinities 
temporarily no drone fly zones. I make sure to keep 
up to date on federal, state, county and town drone 
regulations. I double check my drones and control- 
lers to ensure I have the most up-to-date firmware. 
I check the weather, sky coverage, visibility and 
wind, all of which dictate where I will fly for the 
day. Next, I check the tides and position of the sun, 
wave heights and swell direction. Big waves are 
beautiful, but when there is a northerly wind, you 
know you're going to get a great spray on the wave 
tops. 

Once on site, I have a strict ground/air safety 
protocol which includes a drone inspection, air- 
craft monitoring and an assessment of wildlife and 
people in the vicinity that must be avoided during 
flight. Respecting people’s privacy is essential in 
the Drones for Good movement. 

If I am flying in a new area, I always take a 
360-degree video so I can carefully inspect it at 
home. This is often when I find hidden little gems 
in the landscape that I return to capture. 

While flying, I look for unusual angles to find 
just the right composition that fuels emotion. At 
the same time, I am listening to air traffic and be- 
ing mindful of possible people, dogs and cars ap- 
proaching me on the ground. 

My editing process is extensive, raw images 
straight from the drone are often not pretty, so I 
must have a vision. Each image is treated uniquely, 
and I often spend weeks or even months editing 
one piece. It’s a process that cannot be rushed.

What’s one lesson you’ve learned about 
drone photography that you’d like to share 
with readers interested in getting into it? 

There is a considerable learning curve, be patient 
with yourself. Drone photography has many facets: 
photography, videography, mapping and FPV (first- 
person view) flying are just a few. Find what you en- 
joy the most and focus your energy there, I’ve seen 
many local drone startups fail because they tried to 
“do it all.” 


The international drone community is very sup- 


portive. Find mentors, take tutorials from experts 
in the field that you admire, and you will be on 
the right course from the start. I offer private les- 
sons that will cut a beginner’s learning curve by six 
months to a year in just one hour. 


What accomplishment as a drone photog- 
rapher are you most proud of? 

It’s too hard for me to pick just one, as this past 
year things severely exploded for me career-wise. 

This past January, I received the honor of making 
the “Global Women to Watch List 2022” by Women 
and Drones in the visual arts category. I received 
the award at the CES Convention in Las Vegas. I had 
the privilege of meeting and standing next to the 
most innovate women in the drone industry from 
around the globe! It was tremendously emotional 
for me knowing I have touched the lives of so many 
people on an international level. 

Every passionate aspiring photographer dreams 
of being noticed by National Geographic. They 
reached out to me twice last year for video usage 
and photos which I am super excited about! Stay 
tuned. 

I was also interviewed live on Fox & Friends for 
my viral shark videos — last summer I had 14 viral 
shark/whale/ray videos, reaching over 65 million

viewers across platforms. That was a wild wave to 
ride! 

In 2022, I was a winner at the Southern Califor- 
nia Drone Film Festival, Thunderbird Drone Film 
Festival, International Photography Awards and 
placed in the top 40 for the American Photography 
Award. 


What do you find most fulfilling or excit- 
ing about being a drone photographer? 

The love of my fans and supporters. I am always 
very touched when people comment or reach out to 
me expressing how they just can’t stop staring at my 
work, or every morning they get a thrill, hoping I’ve 
posted something new. I finally found my true gift 
in life, and it is an honor and a privilege to make 
the world a happier place little by little. I often hear - 
from people who have moved out of the area, their 
correspondence and personal notes of how my work 
rekindles good memories always touches my heart. 

The drone industry is a constantly evolving with 
much to keep up on including laws, technology, 
software, et cetera. This keeps me in a never-ending 
state of learning, which I very much enjoy. 


Would you like to share any closing 
thoughts or additional information? 

I most recently have entered the world of FPV 
drone flights which is super exciting and invigo- 
rating. I had the honor of doing indoor/outdoor 


_ fly-throughs of the Techpressionism exhibit at the 


Southampton Arts Center, Hildreth’s at Christmas, 
Hank’s Pumpkin Town, real estate for Simon Har- 
rison and even a music video! FPV flights give a very 
different look and feel, almost like you are sitting 
in a fighter jet. I am vigorously practicing next level 
maneuvers to bring and even heighten display of 
our landscape and community. - 

In the end, I am just a work in progress trying my 
best to improve, help others and bring the world a 
never-before-seen view of the beauty of the Hamp- 
tons!

Install-Carbon Monoxide, 

Smoke Detectors

Remove Soot, Creosote

professionally, if necessary, to prevent it 
from blocking airflow. 


Check The Chimney 

Whether you have a masonry or metal 
chimney, it is vital that you regularly check 
it for any cracks, dents, or rust, as they could 
be signs of a bigger problem. 


Use The Proper Wood 

Generally, wood should be dried for 6-12 
months before they’re good for burning in 
the hearth. To make them dry faster, it’s best 
to split logs into small pieces of wood. 


Test Before Using 
Just light up a few pieces of wood first and 
check if the smoke is released through the

chimney. If it enters the room, troubleshoot 
and correct the problem first before loading 
up lots of wood. 


Install a Blower and 

Heat Proof Glass Door 

The glass door will not only prevent sparks 
and embers from tumbling out from the 
hearth into the room. A fan or blower 
installed will help circulate the heat. 


Troubleshoot and Correct Problems 
For example, white stains in the bricks 

of the chimney can be a sign of too much 
moisture due to leakage. 


Consider Safety Precautions 

Keep combustible carpets or furniture as far 
away from the hearth as possible, make sure 
you’re using the proper tools to clean the 
fireplace, and never leave a fire unattended. 


Hire a Professional Chimney Sweep 
Have a certified chimney sweep inspect it at 
least once a year or more frequently.

Something to Wine About: 
Juliet 2021 Pinot Noir

or something a bit different 
to welcome spring, pinot noir 
lovers may want to try the Juliet 
2021 Pinot Noir. Juliet is consid- 
ered a luxury boxed wine brand. 
This may sound like a bit of an 
oxymoron since boxed wines 
aren't often viewed as luxury. 
The “box” really isn’t box- 
shaped at all, and the beautiful 
packaging will look absolutely 
lovely on your Easter table or on 
your table during a bridal shower 
or any spring celebrations. Juliet 
holds two regular-sized bottles 
of wine, and the wine stays fresh 
for up to six weeks after opening. 
This is a huge plus because 
aside from parties, this is a great 
purchase for the wine drinker 
who may want to open, but not 
finish, a bottle with the usual 
two or three days. This is when 


wine in glass bottles may start to 
lose a bit of their flavor. 

The cost is $46. While that 
isn’t the bargain price most ex- 
pect from a boxed wine brand, 
after sampling both the rose and 
pinot noir versions of this Cali- 
fornia wine, you can rest assured 


the price for the pinot noir is well ~ 
_worth it. While the aromatics, or 


nose, on this wine are notably 
muted, the rich and bright fla- 
vors explode on the palate. , 

There are ripe and fresh fla- 
vors of raspberry, and cherry, 
and light notes of baking spice. 
And the mouth feel on this me- 
dium bodied wine is smooth. For 
a regular bottle of $23 pinot noir, 
this wine definitely drinks at, or 
above, its price point. 

Other plusses: the Juliet brand 
is vegan-friendly, low sugar, low 
calorie, gluten free, has no artifi- 
cial additives, is sustainable and 
responsibly sourced.

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Shinnecock Voices: The Rebirth of | 
Tradition — Shinnecock Indigenous 
Doulas Help Educate New Generations

A Ahna Red Fox of the Shinnecock Nation want- 
d when she was pregnant with her first child 
was to choose her own birth journey, and she was on 
her way to doing so up until she went into labor. Red 
Fox, who grew up on Shinnecock Territory, gradu- 


ated from Southampton High School in 2014 


and Cazenovia College in 2014, majoring in 
Inclusive Early Childhood Education. She 
returned home to have her first child soon 
after. 

Red. Fox had a_ physically uncompli- 
cated pregnancy, but, she says, “not so 
much emotionally, mentally and spiritually. 
A lot unraveled during my first and second tri- 


mesters.” She felt lucky to have had a great support 


system through family and friends, and she kept 
herself active and healthy. She wanted to explore op- 
tions for a home/water birth, but was encouraged to 
have a hospital birth instead, because it was deemed 
“safer” for herself and her baby, had there been any 
complications. . 

Unfortunately, she had a traumatic labor and deliv- 
ery in the hospital, and hemorrhaged on the delivery 
table. “In later years of researching and becoming in- 
trigued by birth workers, midwives and their works, 
I found out that this is actually common in Black and 
Indigenous women’s birth stories,” says Red Fox. 

“Not much history is written on birth teachings, 
due to the colonization and westernization of such 
birth knowledge and teachings,” says Red Fox. She 
described Indigenous people honoring and celebrat- 
ing birth by feeding the birthing person wholesome 
meals that contributed towards nourishing fami- 
lies and babies through pregnancy and throughout 
postpartum. Birth was — and in her world still is 
— a community event, and everyone had a part in 
it. Grandmothers were midwives and aunties were 
doulas (training to someday take over the place of the 
grandmothers/midwives). 

In 2018, determined to help change birth experi- 
ences for other women, Red Fox discovered a “Full 
Spectrum Indigenous Doula” training in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba (Canada) hosted by Zaagi‘idiwin — a non- 
profit organization led by an Indigenous midwife and 
doula. Red Fox returned home inspired to start her 
own birth work company, and later crowd-fundraised 
to fund her education, returning to Shinnecock in 
January of 2019 as a trained Full Spectrum Indige- 
nous Birth Worker. “I started serving my community 
in May of 2019, and haven't stopped since,” she says. 
Thus far, she’s attended four births of Indigenous 
mothers and families. 

Though Red Fox experienced great darkness dur- 
ing her first birth, she feels it’s important to relive 
and share her story in order to help others. “It’s been 


an inspiration for me to speak my truth, educate and 
bring awareness to the importance of knowing your 
birth options and rights, give tools and resources to 
be strong minded in decisions, most importantly — 
the consideration in the fact that we’ve been birthing 
our. own bodies for thousands of years before mod- 
ern medicine made its mark on us,” she says. 
Now a mother of two, she’s been able to have 
a redeeming experience of a home birth 
attended by her fellow Shinnecock birth- 
worker and relative, Amira Nation. “I had 
a healing home-lodge birth in 2021 on 
my maternal grandmother’s land, Shin- 
necock Territory,” Red Fox says. 
- “Historically,” she shares, “the women in 
our ancestral villages were the lifegivers, the 
nourishers, and they carried the knowledge of tradi- 
tional birth teachings and practices. Shinnecock is so 
far removed from our ancestral birth teachings, that 
my fellow birth worker Amira Nation and I have been 
doing the footwork of returning to the roots (origins), 
reconnecting, reclaiming and bringing birth home to 
the people and land.” : 

A board member of East End Birth Network and 
Indigenous Doula Representative for the Suffolk 
County Maternal Morbidity and Mortality Task 
Force, Red Fox is also working on raising funds to 
open a birthing center on the Shinnecock Reserva- 
tion. “My knowledge supports the task force in mul- 
tiple ways,” says Red Fox “the most important being 
that maternal healthcare on Shinnecock Nation is 
almost non-existent, underreported and underrep- 
resented when it comes to maternal mortality, mor- 
bidity rates and the healthcare relating to it.” 

East End Birth Network provides free services, in- 
clusive of non-native and BIPOC women, asa 501(c)(3) 
nonprofit organization. Priority goes to those resid- 
ing in the townships of: Riverhead, Southold, South- 
ampton, East Hampton and Shelter Island. 


Red Fox and Nation have also built the Neetuonk ~ 


Garden Project and Traditional Meal Train, which 
feed Indigenous birthing people and their families 
from the 13 original Tribes of Long Island. Neetuonk 
Garden Project is an initiative to. return traditional 
fruits, vegetables, and herbs to our original land, Red 
Fox reports, while nourishing the birthing people 
and families of Shinnecock. To bolster their growing 
offering, Wuttahminneoh Birth Work is currently 
accepting donations of Long Island Native plants, 
herbs, as well as other varieties of food and plant 
medicine. 

“We're bringing forth this initiative to practice 
food sovereignty and full-body nourishment,” says 
Red Fox. “These pre-made meals are rooted in an- 
cestral knowledge (from all Tribal Nations) and food- 
ways, with a twist of contemporary. Our hope is to 
honor food along with creating and carrying new life

eorgia H. Griffis, of Shelter Island, 
died peacefully in her home in 
Wellington, Florida on January 24. 

Born in Chicago; Illinois, in Septem- 
ber 1932 to Arthur Hester of Warren, 
Arkansas, and Lois Hester of Pough- 
keepsie, New York, she was 90 years 
old when she died.

The 
young couple acted in Sarasota, Florida, 
NYC, Hollywood, Provincetown, Mas- 
sachusetts, and then moved to Buffalo, 
New York, where they purchased the 
Studio Theatre School and formed the 
Courtyard Theater. 

Following the sale of the theater to the 
University of Buffalo, Georgia and Rod 
Griffis moved their family to Montclair, 
New Jersey, where Georgia become 
head of the drama department at the 
Morristown Beard School and got her 
masters in theater and education from 
NYU. She performed in several plays 
with The Whole Theatre Company, with 
Olympia Dukakis. 

In 1989 Georgia and Rod Griffis 
moved to Shelter Island, sailing their 
32-foot sailboat from Lake Erie, in 
Canada, through the Erie Canal to the 


Hudson River, south around Manhat- 
tan Island and up the East River to the 
Long Island Sound. They dropped an- 
chor and lived on the boat for several 
weeks until their house closing. 

Griffis has been a vital member of 
St. Mary’s Church, serving on the ves- 
try and taking part in major events as 
well as bringing the Alpha program to 
the church and several theater perfor- 
mances to services over the years. The 


couple also supported the Friends of. 


Music, the Shelter Island Library and 
the building of the town playground. 
The couple was known for their enor- 
mous love for each other. They were 
happily together for 67 years, shar- 
ing their love of the arts, sailing, good 


‘conversation, beautiful meals with 


family and friends and their strong 
faith in God. Griffis was also well 
known for her photographic memory 
and ability to recite lyrics, sonnets and

omeowners have many options at 

their disposal if they want to im- 
prove their homes. A focus on the exte- 
rior can be a promising and rewarding 
way to direct renovation dollars. Curb 
appeal has a significant impact on how 
a home is viewed. 

Manicured landscapes, updated 
windows and doors and well-lit land- 
scapes can improve the value of a home 
and ensure it sells quickly and above 
market rate.

Shutters can help windows look a little 
less plain.

Flat panel shutters have 
the boxed design, but those rectangles 
are not raised. Recessed panels are the 
opposite of raised panels; they are set 
back from the rest of the frame. 


BOARD AND BATTEN 


Board and batten shutters are 
formed from grouped single boards

joined together with shorter crosspiec- 
es of wood called battens. These shut- 
ters have a more informal, rural feel. 


BAHAMA/BERMUDA 


These tropical-inspired shutters are 
of the louvered variety, but they're 
installed from the top of the window 
rather than on the sides. 


COMBINATION 
Some shutters offer the best of both 
worlds, with louvered on top anda solid 
panel on the bottom, or vice versa. This 
gives homeowners infinite options. 
Shutters are available in various 
materials, most commonly wood, vi- 
nyl and composite. Cedar, mahogany - 
and pine are commonly used woods 
for shutters. Vinyl is more economical 
and lightweight but can be challenging 
to clean and offers less longevity than 
other materials. Composite is durable 
and usually costs less than wood. 
Color is another consideration. Shut- 
ters can stand out or blend in with the 
siding and other architectural accents.

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The Art of Design: Scott Sanders and His Big Reveal

Ihe reveal is always the best part. 
After months of work and con- 
sultation, Scott Sanders pulls the 
curtain back on what he has done 
as an interior designer. The work is 
transformative and inspiring for both 
Sanders and his clients, and the many 
days and nights working toward mak- 
ing their collective vision a reality 
comes to an end with the reveal. 
“I’ve had many clients be reduced to 
tears,” Sanders says. 
One client said it best after he and 
his wife first saw the work that Sand- 


ers had done to their home. Walking 


into the bedroom, he turned to Sand- 
ers and said, “It will be very hard not 
to be happy in a room this beautiful.” 

Scott Sanders is the owner and prin- 
cipal designer of Scott Sanders LLC, a 
full-service design firm specializing 
in bespoke interiors with offices in 
Palm Beach and New York City. Sand- 
ers has completed. memorable and 
elegant projects in New York City, the 
Hamptons, Boston, Nantucket, Palm 
Beach, Aspen, California, Paris and 
beyond. In addition to his residential 
work, Sanders has designed three 
iconic hotels and participated in the 
prestigious Kips Bay Decorator Show 
House New York. For the Kips Bay 
Decorator Show House Palm Beach 
2023, he has been selected to design 
the family room. 

His interest in design began when 
he was a young boy in his hometown 
of Piqua, Ohio. His father and grand- 
father were real estate investors and 
home builders. Young Sanders’ eye 
was captured by the finer details of 
the homes; the lines in the bricks or 
the shades of grey in the stone. He also 
saw the layout and design of rooms 
from a bird’s eye view, envisioning 
where furniture could be placed, or 
the color palette of the room.

After graduation, he 
moved to New York City. . 

“I’ve never looked back,” says Sand- 


ers who, with his husband Peter Wil-- 


son, owns homes in East Hampton 
and Palm Beach. 

Sanders began his professional ca- 
reer at Ralph Lauren, working in the 
company’s interior design department 
as a lead interior designer. When he 
decided to leave the company to at-

Family Home. His business increased 


dramatically during the COVID-19 
pandemic, when people were forced 
to spend more time in their homes 
or sought homes in other cities. Hav- 
ing moved to Palm Beach to ride out 
COVID, Sanders began to work with 
New York clients who had purchased 
homes in Florida. In short order, he 
opened a Palm Beach office, which 
continues to grow. 

Despite the company’s growth, 
Sanders is still intimately involved 
in every project. “We limit what we 
take on so I can take part in all of 
our jobs,” Sanders says. “I love to be. 
hands-on.” 

His designs fuse vintage and mod- 
ern styles, seeking out classic pieces 
that dovetail with a new feel to estab- 


lish an eclectic and classic feel. “De- 


sign elements need to be cohesive and 
to flow throughout a home,” Sanders 
notes. “You want a warm and inviting 
room, somewhere you want to spend 
more time alone, or entertaining.” 

Colors can be inspired by geogra- 
phy. In locales like Palm Beach, blues. 
and pastels may dominate, while in 
New York City, grays and other shades 
tell the story of a home. 

Sanders and Wilson have had a 
property on the East End for 15 years, 
and they recently built a new home 
in East Hampton. “It is so important 
to plan every aspect of a home before 
ground is broken,” Sanders says. “Ev- 
erybody needs to have the same goals 
and vision from the start.” 

He has a long list of loyal clients. “I 
am very fortunate,” he says. “I love my 
clients.” 

But what Sanders does — what any 
good designer does — is help create a 
better environment for people to live 
better. A welcoming room can change 
the way a person thinks or feels. | 

“It’s more than just design,” Sand- 
ers says. “I want people to know what 
a beautifully-designed room can do 
for how you live, and how you feel. I 
love doing this work.”
